County Votes 


Reform Measures

KINGSTON 


The unfairness of the present welfare system and the 


apparent naivete of local, state and federal officials regarding 
it was cause for great concern at Tuesday's meeting of the 
Ulster County Legislature at which the board voted 29 to 1 for 
immediate welfare reform measures. 


All legislators present voted for the reforms on the state and 


federal level with the exception of Minority Leader Dr. Gerald 
P. Gorman (D-City) who called for federal takeover of the entire 
social services system in order to attain standardization within 
the 50 states. 


Many of the legislators who attended an executive session in 


early September in order to explore the fragmentation of the 
welfare laws reportedly came away with the feeling that their 
state and federal representatives were uninformed on the issue 
and implored them to take action. 


Legislator Philip H. Davis (R-Dist.5) said "congressmen are 


fairly ignorant of our plight... federal and state officials are 
naive." 


Legislator James Gilpatric (D-City) said he became "very 


nervous at that meeting, at how little federal and state officials 
knew." 


Dr. Gorman suggested that New York is carrying the brunt 


of welfare costs for the entire country and that it is a national 
not a local problem. 


Disagreeing, S. Robert Kelder (R-Dist.5) said that "the 


farther away a dollar starts, the less it amounts to when it gets 
here." 


He suggested, like many others, that reform was the answer. 


" "You only have to be here (Ulster County) for 15 minutes and 
- you qualify for welfare." 


It was the Social Services Committee of which Majority 


Leader Ernest J. Gardner (R-Dist.5) is chairman, that sub- 
mitted the reform measure. Dr. Gorman is a member of that 
committee. 


Among the 12 proposals advanced by the board is one which 


calls for a study of what the fiscal impact would be if the county 
withdrew from the federal welfare program and picked up its 
own welfare tab according to its own guidelines. 


Other reforms acted on included: a moratorium on federally 


mandated programs; assigne able-bodied aid to dependent 
children recipients (adults) to public work relief projects; 
eliminate separation of services; establish a state commission 
to review state regulations; place more severe sanctions on 
those refusing to work; public assistance hearings on individual 
cases; have Medicaid program completely administered by 
either the State or the Social Services department; voucher 
payments for cash assistance and rent; repeal federally- 
imposed limitation payments. 


Legislators Larry Kithcart (D-City), Clifford W. Snyder (R- 


Dist.l) and Brian R. White (D-Dist.8) were absent.

Claiming they were unable to avail themselves of food stamp 


benefits, nine migrant apple pickers in Ulster County have filed 


• suit in federal court against the county and the state for 


$225,000. 


; 
The suit is being brought in Manhattan on behalf of the 


migrants by Mid-Hudson Valley Legal Service Project, a 
federally funded agency. They charge that the migrants had 
to wait several weeks to get food stamp authorizations instead 
of the 24-hour service they are entitled to. Ulster County is also 
faulted for not having an effective "outreach program" which 
seeks out food stamp candidates through personal contact and 
advertising. 


According to Enid Cruz, coordinator of the migrant program 


for Mid-Hudson Valley Legal Services Project at Middletown, 
migrants arrived in Ulster County in mid-September and were 
unable to go to work due to 10 days of rain. Therefore, she said, 
the migrants were entitled to "free" food stamps, as opposed 
to those you pay for, within 24 hours. But, she said, the 
migrants had to wait two weeks to get them even though they 
were already certified by the Ulster County Department of 
Social Services. 


Ms. Cruz claims the county did not inform the migrants of 


their rights and refused to "properly" issue food stamps. 


Counsel for the county Richard Griggs, said today that the 


defendants have not been served with court papers as yet. 
Named in the action are Social Services Commissioner 
Bernhardt S. Kramer, Alan Coles, director of Ulster County 
Data Processing; Evelyn Weiner, social services director and 
state welfare and food stamp officials. The migrants are not 
named.

Land Purchase 


Is Approved 


KINGSTON 


An 8.9 acre parcel of land just off the N'ew York Statt 


Thruway traffic circle in Kingston will be purchased by Ulstei 
County for use as an information center and parking lot. 


The legislature voted Tuesday night to make the purchase 


lor about $9,000 on recommendation of the Industrial Develop- 
ment and Publicity Committee. The vote was 28 to 2 with 
legislators William R West (R-Dist. 4) and Charles Scala (R- 
Dist. 1) voting against the proposal. 


Industrial Committee Chairman Eugene K. N'oe (R-Dist. 8) 


championed the purchase telling of the Empire State Banking 
Association's having purchased adjacent land for a bank, at a 
cost of $208,000, returning that land to the tax rolls. He said 
the property to be purchased by the county was now being used 
for parking by persons pooling cars for trips to Albany and New 
York and pointed out that it is already being used for the 
Chamber of Commerce Information Center. 


Letter C. Elmendorf (R-Dist. 2) called it an investment in 


the future of the county but Eugene Houck (D-Dist. 7) 
suggested that there be better terms to the agreement. 


In other action, the board \oted to refer to committee four 


resolutions, one calling for payment ol real property taxes in 
two installments. Another proposed standards, for meal allow- 
ances for legislators, and still another proposed the creation of 
a department of economic development and control.

An Emphatic Denial From Gallo on Landfill Deal

KINGSTON 


Alderman-at-Large T. Rob- 


ert Gallo, stepping down from 
his seat as president of the 
Common Council and into the 
political arena last night, cate- 
gorically denied 
allegations 


that he and Mayor Francis R. 
Koenig are negotiating for a 
city landfill in the Town of 
Ulster as well as planning a 
landfill off Locust Street, as 
charged by Bernard Singer, 
Conservative 
candidate 
for 


mayor on Monday. 


"There is 
absolutely, 


positively no truth to the 
statement," Gallo said in a 
brief address on the floor of the 
council. 


Gallo spoke at the end of a 


brief Common Council meet- 
ing that seemed headed for 
routine adjournment shortly 
after 9 p.m. 


The controversy began with 


Gallo asking Alderman Philip 
DeCicco (D-Ninth Ward) 
whether he wanted to ask a 
question prior to adjournment. 
DeCicco had just finished 
complaining about the lack of 
railroad crossing barriers in his 
ward and was discussing it 
with Alderman Daniel Smith 
(D-llth Ward), who sits be- 
hind him. 


DeCicco, after Gallo's in- 


vitation, took the floor and 
inquired about the article in 
Monday's Freeman, in which 
Singer accused Koenig and 
Gallo of plotting to negotiate 
for land in the town of Ulster 
"at the llth hour to make the 
Koenig team heroes," while at 
the same time planning the 
actual 
landfill 
off 
Locust 


Street in the city, "after elec- 
tion."

The 
city dumps trash at the King- 
ston Point Landfill in the 10th 
Ward. Its garbage is hauled 
out of town to a site in the 
Town of Kingston by private 
contractor. 


Gallo denied that he and 


Koenig were planning a land- 
fill in the Town of Ulster or on 
Locust Street "or anywhere 
near there." 


He indicated that he and the 


mayor had not yet decided on 
where to locate a landfill. He 


said that since Koenig rejected 
the Chapel Street site he has 
received many letters 
with 


suggestions for landfills in and 
out of the city. "Yes, wer are 
exploring these because this is 
part of our job as elected of- 
ficials," he said. 


Gallo denied that the an- 


nouncement, would come at 
"the llth hour" although he 
didn't rule it out. "The minute 
we have a place and it's accep- 
table to state officials and you 
members 
of 
the 
Common 


Council, we will come out with 
it." 


Gallo accused Singer of "just 


trying to fool the people" and 
accused him of "not having his 
facts straight." 


Gallo said there was no 


chance of a city landfill being 
located in the Town of Ulster 
because 
the 
Ulster Town 


Board had met in special ses- 
sion on Sept. 22 and voted 


against allowing any regional 
landfill or any other outside 
landfill in the town. 


He said it was "absolutely 


not true" that the city planned 
to dump garbage in the 10th 
Ward. He said the city had a 
contract for garbage disposal 
through this year and was cur- 
rentlv, negotiating a new con- 
tract for next year. 


In a final blast at Singer. 


Gallo said, "He shot olf Irom 
the mouth 30 days before elec- 
t i o n . It was p o l i t i c a l l y 
motivated

upset a great many people." 


"There is absolutely no truth 


to it. I speak for mvsclf and the 
mayor," Gallo concluded

Burns Rules Out Federal Loan For New York City 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 


F. Burns today ruled out a Federal loan to save New York City 
from default and declined to advise Congress to come to the 
city's rescue. 


However, Burns repeated his concern that "if the New York 


City crisis remains unresolved, and if the fate of New York 
State remains tied to the city's, the process of economic 
recovery now underway in our nation could be injured." 


Burns said the Fed lacks authority to make a multibillion 


dollar loan to New York, which faces the prospect of default 


as soon as Dec. 1. Default is the inability of a city to pay its 
debts or even to meet its payroll.

Emperor Ignores Bomb Scare, 
Takes Trip to Corn Belt Farm

CHICAGO (UPI) — Japanese Emperor 


Hirohito's trip to the Midwest lasted only 
one day, but he squeezed in a banquet with 
dignitaries and a trip to a corn belt farm to 
watch hogs fattened for market. The em- 
peror ignored a bomb scare and the arrests 
of two persons with guns and two "sus- 
picious" persons. 


Hirohito — Japanese head of state for 49 


years — and the Empress Nagako lunched 
Tuesday with Mayor Richard Daley — 
Chicago's head of state for 20 years — and 
chatted, with the aid of an interpreter, about 
gardening, shipping and pollution. 


He was scheduled to leave later today for 


Los Angeles. 


The emperor was particularly impressed 


when told that Chicagoans grow vegetables 
in home gardens. 


"The love of nature will eventually lead to 


love of family," the Emperor said. 


Hirohito and Daley toasted to "world 


peace" and the Emperor told 600 persons at 
the gala lobster luncheon: "The Midwest 
evokes friendly feelings among our people as 
the place which provides so much of the food 
that goes on our dinner tables." 


Following the luncheon, the Emperor 


toured the farms of Donald Baltz, and his 
son, John, in Piainfield, 40 miles southwest 
of Chicago. 


A bomb threat was received at the farm- 


house of John and Marianne Baltz five hours 
before the Emperor entered the two-story' 
white frame structure. Mrs. Baltz dismissed 
the caller as a crank who "sounded like a 
kook" but the home was evacuated for about 
30 minutes. 


While the Emperor toured the farms, a 


man with a loaded gun stashed in a brown 
paper bag was arrested at Wyler's Children's 
Memorial Hospital in Chicago — where the 
Empress Nagako was being shown around. 
The arrest was made minutes before the 
empress arrived on the floor. 


Police charged the man with gun vio- 


lations but one officer said he was not 
believed to have posed a real threat to the 
Empress. 


A man and a woman also were arrested in 


separate incidents along the royal couple's 
route during their visit to Chicago. Neither 
was armed, but police said they picked them 
up because they were acting suspiciously. 


Another person with a gun was arrested as 


he rode his motorcycle onto a overpass on the 
route between Chicago and the farm. The 
overpass had been closed so Hirohito's mo- 
torcade could pass. The man was charged 
with improper passing and carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. Authorities said he was not 
considered a threat.

thoroughlv." Burns said "A program of federal assistance to 
tht citv mav well lead to demands for similar assistance for 
other hard-pressed communities, even those whose distress was 
brought on b> gross negligence or mismanagement 


"Substantial federal credit — whether through insurance, 


guarantees or direct loans — would compete dtrectlv with the 
alreadv huge amounts of federal financing needs. ' he said. 
"Most important ol all, the provision of federal credit for load 
government will necessarils inject a major tederul presence in 
local spending and taxing decisions 


Meanwhile, Mdvor Abraham D Beanie is ordering heads of 


all cits agencies to "devise a stringent plan" tor tutting 
expenses in line with his three>ear austerity program 


"All city operations — schools and colleges, hospitals, transit, 


social services, cultural and recreational institutions, police,

sented by H. R. Crawford, 
assistant secretary of the fed- 
eral Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 


HUD's recongition of 


Yosman came as no surprise to 
professionals in the field where 
his reputation has been estab- 
lished for some time. During 
the 23 years he has served the 


.ior citizen and low income 
housing has been a national 
model for public housing.

Kingston has followed, 
Yosman credited the com- 
missioners of the Housing Au- 
thority with establishing a pol- 
icy of "cautious justification of 
true need before committing 
public funds, stringent control 
over construction costs and 
quality, and, painstaking pres- 
ervation of property values 
through proper management 
and maintenance." 


The last principle can be 


observed at Colonial Gardens, 
the city's 98 units of state- 
aided housing, "which after 


more than two decades still 
looks b e t t e r than most 
privately-owned and managed 
garden apartment complex- 
es," Yosman said. 


Yosman joined the Kingston 


Housing Authority in 1953 and 
has increased its capacity for 
serving the city's residents 
from 98 units to 336 units of 
senior citizen and low cost 
housing. An additional 100 
units currently is approved 
and awaiting a construction 
start at the former St. Anne's 
on Broadway. 


Strongly committed to the 


needs of the area's senior 
citizens Yosman said he took 
considerable pride in the con- 


s t r u c t ion of W i l t w y c k 
Gardens, one of the first senior 
citizen housing facilities in the 
state. He also was instrumen- 
tal in organizing the Senior 
Citizen's Advisory Council in 
Kingston in 1967, and, more 
recently, the establishment of 
a County Office For The Ag- 
ing- 


Recognized by his peers in 


the field of housing and urban 
development, Yosman has 
served as president of the 
Hudson Valley-Westchester 
Chapter of the National As- 
sociation of Housing and Re- 
development Officials. He 
further served as director of 


the International Chapter of 
that organization. Statewide, 
he served as president of the 
New York State Association of 
Renewal 
and 
Housing 
Of- 


ficials. 


Yosman's expertise in the

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Water Department in Spotlight

KINGSTON 


The Water Department was in the spotlight at Tuesday 


night's regular meeting of the Common Council as the 
aldermen debated the merits of an 18 percent pay raise for the 
department's rank and file and then, to a lesser extent the 
department's status under the proposed new city charter. 


Alderman Brian D. Smith (R-Third Ward) raised the issue 


of the pay raise—nine percent this year and nine percent next 
year—suggesting that it could be a bad precedent. "There is 
a very strong possibility that there may be a new mayor come 
Jan. 1," Smith said, "but regardless of who's in office, he'll be 
in one hell of a spot with one department getting nine percent 
and other departments not getting it." The standard raise for 
most city employes the past few years has been 5.5 percent. 


Smith said he wasn't concerned about the nine percent the 


Water Department was getting this year. "I'm concerned about 
1976. It's not good government." 


Alderman Donald E. Quick (D-Sixth Ward) though "a little 


shy" about the raise itself, felt the city would not be putting 
itself in a compromising position by granting the raise. He 
noted that the department had not had a full dental plan like 
most other city employes and that several other requests for 
benefits had been negotiated downward. 


Aldermen James Howard (D-Seventh Ward) and Philip 


DeCicco (D-Ninth Ward) also defended the 
department, 


Howard noting that the department saved taxpayers money 
and DeCicco suggesting "They said they won't increase the 
water rates so it's fine with me." 


Final vote was 11-1 in favor with Alderman Clarence 


Stoutenburg absent. 


The discussion about the charter began with Water Com- 


missioner Jack Shienvold reading a statement from the 
commissioners against the charter which would deprive the 
water department of its autonomy. 


Shienvold's statement was also in opposition to proposals 


under the charter to shift maintenance for Water Department 
equipment to the Department of Public Works. He noted the 
department has specialized equipment that needs specialized 
maintenance. 


"We believe that your honorable body should be aware of the 


unanimous opinion of the water commissioners concerning the 
new charter as it affects the ability of our department to 
continue to supply quality water to the residents of Kingston." 


Alderman Sinsabsugh also spoke on the issue, declaring 


himself opposed to the charter because of it's position on the 
water department. 


A letter was also read from City Registrar Jeannette Kelly 


in opposition to the charter as it pertains to her department. 


In other action, the aldermen approved the transfer of $3,500 


as a binder on two pieces of property at 478-482 Hasbrouck 
Avenue. The city wants the land for expansion of its public 
works complex. The price is expected to be $35,000. 


The aldermen approved the Kingston City Unit of the CSEA 


as bargaining agent for workers at city hall not covered by other 
contracts and for the Recreation Department. 


The first reading of a local law amending the existing city 


charter to formally include the city's existing volunteer fire 
companies was heard without comment. The fire companies 
include Rapid Hose, Union Hose, Cordts Hose, Excelsior Hose, 
Wicks Hose, Rescue Hook and Ladder, Wiltwyck Hose and 
Cornell Hose.

Walter Reade Organization 


has had it three theatres up for 
sale for some time now and, 
according to a reliable source 
within the 
Hudson Valley 


Philharmonic organization, 
the asking price for Communi- 
ty Theatre is $125,00. 


Other cities, facing up to 


unsold buildings of this type, 
have demolished 
them 
to 


make way for parking lots or 
converted them 
into com- 


mercial establishments. Ac- 
tion of this type has not been 
suggested yet as far as Com- 
munity Theatre is concerned. 


But it was pointed out that

Commission Member Responds to Remarks

Common Council meeting. 


Aldermen discussed the sta- 


tus of the office of the Regis- 
trar of Vital Statistics and the 
Water Department, both au- 
tonomous departments, which 
would be brought under direct 
control under the proposed 
charter to be acted on by vot- 
ers at the Nov. 4 election. 


"The 
Registrar 
of Vital 


Statistics (Jeannette Kelly), 
after being advised to the con- 
trary, continues to raise ques- 
tions about the legality of the 
charter section providing for 
the continuation of that of- 
fice," Matthews said. "At her 


request, the position was in- 
cluded in the proposed chart- 
er. The registrar, who would 
become a city employe under 
the proposed charter, would 
better serve the taxpayers by 
improving the efficiency, pro- 
ductivity and service of this 
office and justifying the need 
for its continuation. 


"The 10th Ward alderman 


(Clifford G. Sinsabaugh) op- 
posed the proposed charter as 
overlooking the recommenda- 
tions of 90 percent of the peo- 
ple who opposed the depart- 
ment becoming a part of city 
government. I should like to 
call his attention to several 
facts: 


"He fails to tell taxpayers 


that 97 percent of the people at 
the public hearing were either 
city officials, employes, or can- 
didates. The commission, as 


does the alderman, has a re- 
sponsibility to 12,000 
tax- 


payers for whom more than 
500 city employes work. 


"As an alderman he can pro- 


pose amendments and 
re- 


visions, avoiding the need for 
a charter revision commission. 
For some obscure reason he 
did not do so, yet criticized the 
charter at a public hearing 
when he neglected his respon- 
sibility to the taxpayer. 


"The commission has never 


questioned water quality nor 
the dedication of Water De- 
partment employes. But, 
being dedicated to openness in 
government, 
efficiency 
and 


economy, it finds these lacking 
in the present operations of the 
department and 
feels tax- 


payers are entitled to know, 
including those in the 10th 
Ward. 


"The Water Department has 


made little effort to publicize 
its operational expenses. It 
makes 
separate 
purchases, 


buys vehicles and other equip- 
ment other than through state 
bid 
prices, purchases new 


equipment which other de- 
partments have as surplus, 
maintains its own payroll and 
revenue operations, pays em- 
ployes higher than comparable 
jobs in other departments, and 
has just negotiated an 18 
percent salary- increase over 
two years—all these at an in- 
creased cost to the taxpayers. 


"The department just fin- 


ished work in the Roosevelt 
Park section, indicating that it 
saved money by using its em- 
ployes with the contractors, 
but failed to say what these 
employes would have been 


doing otherwise, whether other 
work was not done instead, or 
even if there was enough work 
to justfy their employment. 


"The department has been 


allowed to operate with neither 
indirect accountability to 
aldermen or direct accoun- 
tability to taxpayers. It is at 
the recommendation of tax- 
payers that the Charter Re- 
vision Commission provides 
for the department to be a part 
of city government under the 
proposed charter. 


"It would seem that the 10th 


Ward alderman could better 
serve his ward and the city 
were he more responsible in his 
words and actions through a 
type of representation worthy 
of taxpayer support." 


Darling Would Feature 'Downtown' 


Final Budget Is Down

The final proposed budget 


for the Town of Rochester for 
1976 to be presented at a 
budget hearing next month 
will be far less than the initial 
proposal made at last week's 
town board meeting, according 
to Supervisor Wilfred Neff. 


The initial budget proposal 


called for total appropriations 
of $694,500, with $527,294 to 
be raised by taxes, according 
to Neff, who explained that 
previous figures quoted to the 
Freeman and reported on Sun- 
day were about $5,000 too high 


due to an error in compiling 
the totals. 


The proposed budget repre- 


sents 
approximately a 21 


percent rise in total appropria- 
tions and a 32 percent rise in 
the amount to be raised by 
taxes over this year's actual 
budget. 


Neff 
explained, 
however, 


that the budget figures, which 
were made public at last 
Thursday's 
board 
meeting, 


represent request from the var- 
ious departments and that 
once the board reviews the 


requests and formulates a pro- 
posed budget to be presented 
at the budget hearing Nov. 6, 
the requests will be "severely 
cut." 


Neff added that it was incor- 


rectly reported that he an- 
nounced the receipt of a letter 
from Ulster County Social Ser- 
vices Commissioner Bernhardt 
Kramer indicating the county 
will take over all welfare costs. 
Instead, Neff said, the town 
board was asked its opinion of 
such a proposal and voted to 
support such action by the 
county.

Stating that the people's 


hopes for a rebuilt downtown 
after 14 years of urban renewal 
"have been shattered," Re- 
publican Mayoral Candidate 
William K. Darling says that if 
he's elected "downtown de- 
velopment will get special at- 
tention."

All the building that 
has occurred in the Broadway 
East Urban Renewal Area has, 
with one exception, been as a 
result of the taxpayers footing 
the bill," claimed the Re- 
publican. "City Hall, Rondout 
Gardens, the fire station, and 
the Urban Development Corp. 
apartments, have all socked 
the public for funds." 


"The 
only private 
funds 


spent in Broadway East was 
for subsidized town houses 
that proved to be so poorly 
built that the threat of law- 
suits resulted. This area's lack 
of activity has spilled over and 
affected adjacent sections of 
our city." 


"Broadway East is a silent 


monument to the ineffective- 
ness of an administration that 
prefers the flashy headlines 
but is afraid to roll up its 
sleeves and tackle the difficult 
decisions," Darling charged. 


"I have great faith in King- 


ston in general and in down- 


town in particular," Darling 
said. "I'll move from behind 
the desk at City Hall and get 
out and sell our community 
We need the extra tax revenue 
that will come from developing 
the vacant lands. Much more 
important, however, is to let 


every resident of every section 
know that their neighborhood 
is important," he asserted. 


"There will be no lawsuitR 


by downtown resident or for 
that matter any other area of 
Kingston while I'm mayor that 


will attempt to force the mayor' 
to take action as has occured' 
recently 
in Federal Court.'. 


While it may sound trit, I 
pledge to be mayor for all the. 
people and for all the sections; 
of Kingston," Darling con- 
cluded.

Lennon Can Stay 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A U.S. Appeals Court says former 


Beatle John Lennon should be rewarded for his faith in the 
"American dream" and not be deported. 


The court ruled Tuesday Lennon cannot be forced to leave 


the country because of his 1968 London narcotics conviction 
and ordered the Board of Immigration Appeals to reconsider 
his application for permanent residence in the United States. 


"Lennon's four-year battle to remain in our country is 


testimony to his faith in the American dream," Judge Irving 
R. Kaufman wrote for the majority in the 2-1 decision. 


Lennon, who will be 35 on Thursday, said, "This is a great 


birthday gift from America for me, Yoko and the baby." 


He and his wife, Yoko Ono, arrived in New York in August, 


1971. His wife currently is pregnant. 


The BIA had ruled in July, 1974, Lennon was deportable as 


an undesirable alien because of his plea of guilty to possessing 
marijuana in his London apartment. Lennon said his convic- 
tion in London would not stand up in a U.S. court. The Appeals 
Court agreed. 


It concluded that "a foreign conviction for possession of 


marijuana under such a law does not render the convicted alien 
excludable."

Papers filed by Al Sgaglione,

Teachers Face Large Fines 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


United Federation of Teachers 
faces massive fines for the 
third time in its history in 
connection with its strike last 
month against the city school 
system. 


Manhattan State Supreme 


Court Justice Irving Saypol 
ruled Tuesday the UFT had 
been guilty of contempt for 
defying a back to work order 
and said the union had com- 
mitted "an outrageous vio- 
lation of law." 


Saypol can impose an un- 


limited fine on the teachers' 
union at sentencing, expected 
sometime next week. 


The 
union was fined 


$150,000 and $220,000 for its 
1967 and 1968 strikes. 


The judge has strongly in- 


dicated he plans to impose a 
»nsiderably 
larger ^penalty 


this time because 
of the 


union's status as a "multiple 
offender." Saypol said the law 
"has 
been openly and 


notoriously violated by speech 
and by conduct." 


Teachers' union President 


Albert Shanker and other UFT 
officials still face another trial 


on civil contempt 
charges 


stemming from their defiance 
of the temporary restraining 
order issued Sept. 9, the first 
day of the strike, by State 
Supreme Court Justice Thom- 
as Hughes. If convicted, they 
face up to 30 days in jail. 


That trial is expected to 


start in about 10 days. 


Saypol, in addition, has re- 


peatedly urged the city's dis- 
trict attorneys to look into the 
possibility of filing criminal 


contempt charges against un- 
ion leaders. 


Shanker cited this Monday 


as one reason for his invoking 
the Fifth Amendment during 
the union's trial. Saypol ruled 
that since that the union trial 
did not directly concern the 
union leaders, Shanker could 
be compelled to testify in his 
capacity as a union officer and 
that the constitutional protec- 
tions against 
self-incrimina- 


tion did not apply.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


The Stories About Martin Luther King 


By JACK ANDERSON with Lea Whitten 


WASHINGTON—Associates of the late Dr. Martin Luther 


King Jr. have asked us to investigate the FBI's smear charges 
against him and to publish our honest findings. His widow, they 
say, hopes we will clear his name. 


We have found that the FBI sometime after 1964 began 


leaking stories about Dr. King's alleged sexual exploits and 
supposed Communist ties. The leaks were ordered personally 
by the late J. Edgar Hoover who had developed a fierce hatred 
for the black leader. 


Hoover began the smear campaign after learning in advance 


that Dr. King would get the 1964 Nobel peace prize. The 
selection was reported to the late FBI chief in a secret memo 
from his intelligence network. He was so infuriated that he 


scrawled words of outrage, on the memo in blue pencil, we were 
told. 


Not long afterwards. Hoover was visited by Atlanta's police 


chief, Herbert Jenkins, who was then president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Chiefs of Police. 


Suddenly, out of context, Hoover blurted that he had three 


enemies whom he hated more than anyone else in the world. 
He identified them as his former deputy Quinn Tamm, ex-Atty. 
Gen. Robert Kennedy and Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


The dumbfounded Jenkins later encoutered his friend, Dr. 


Martin Luther King Sr., on the streets of Atlanta. Jenkins took 
the occasion to warn the old man pointedly that "junior better 
be on the alert. It may be that the FBI is looking into him and 
they look pretty thoroughly." 


The election campaign for the Ulster County 


Clerk's post threatens to disintegrate into one of 
namecalling and unfounded rumor. This is un- 
fortunate because the two candidates have both 
devoted years to public service and both have been 
credits to their political party. Republican Albert 
Spada has been the county's clerk since 1967 and 
in these years has run an efficient office that has 
accommodatingly served the needs of the people. 
Spada also serves as chairman of the county 
-Republican Party and is respected as an astute 
politico quite conversant with the intricacies of 
politics. His Democratic challenger, Lewis 
Kirschner, is also a man of varied political savvy 
having served in the county legislature since 1969. 
Both candidates are of a calibre offering much to 
the voter yet mainly because of the misguided 
efforts of some overzealous supporters in both 


" camps the campaign is becoming beclouded with 
inconsequential trivia while the important issues 
are shunted to the background. These two can- 
didates deserve better, and so does the voting 
public. 


Winding It Up 


The investigation of the Central Intelligence 


Agency is dragging on, delayed by politics, and 
damaging the agency. 


It is a legitimate inquiry. There was a need for 


Congress to follow up on the incomplete Rockefeller 
commission report. The record of the CIA must be 


• opened to a searching examination. Failures and 


abuses must be exposed. The role of the CIA should 
be reconsidered. The methods of oversight over the 
agency should be strengthened. 


But a modern nation needs the kind of informa- 


• tion provided by an intelligence agency. A super- 
• power like the United States stands in special need 


of such information. Our great power must be 
exercised with expert knowledge of foreign affairs. 


If the CIA is not to survive, some other civilian 


agency like it would have to be created to coun- 
terbalance the military intelligence agencies. 


President Ford should look for ways to expedite 


the congressional inquiry by cooperating with the 
investigators. He and Henry Kissinger should not 
seek out excuses to withhold necessary documents. 


The Congress must resist the temptation to 


sensationalize and politicize the inquiry. It should 
pursue it vigorously and decisively It should not 
dilly-dally and it should not play politics.

Indeed, the FBI kept the civil rights crusader under sur- 


veillance and even bugged his hotel suites. Then the J-BI used 
the information to start a whispering campaign against mm. 
At the urging of his associates, we have now checked into the 
stories that the FBI spread about him. Here are our findings: 


Did Dr. King have secret Communist connections? He was 


in touch with a known Communist attorney in New York City, 
who tried to influence his civil rights campaign. However, Dr. 
King never let the Communists take over his movement and 
remained a staunch anti-Communist. 


He eventually accepted some of the attorney's anti-Vietnam 


War views. But those who knew Dr. King agree he was 
motivated by humanity, not ideology. 


Did the FBI tape a sex orgy, involving Dr. King, at 


Washington's old Willard Hotel? Witnesses who were with him 
at the Willard recall that he used some ribald language but 
indulged in no sexual acts. 


There was evidence on the tape, according to those who heard 


it, that sexual intercourse occurred. But Dr. King was not one 
of the lovers. The man's voice was identified as that of an 
acquaintance. 


Did Dr. King, while in Norway to accept the Nobel peace 


prize, chase a woman through an Oslo hotel? Rumors of the 
hot pursuit were whispered around Washington by the FBI. 


Witnesses recall that some supporters of Dr. King let their 


jubilation get out of hand, brought prostitutes into the hotel 
and raised a ruckus. The witnesses remember clearly that King 
was not among them but, on the contrary, tried to ouiet the 
celebration. 


Did Dr. King carry on a romance with the wife of a Los 


Angeles dentist? To check out this FBI report, we spoke directly 
with both the dentist and his wife. Both agreed that she was 
Dr. King's close friend but not his lover. 


Thus the FBI's attempt to besmirch the great civil rights 


leader, as Dr. King himself predicted before his martyrdom, 
has backfired against the FBI. 


Footnote: Neither Dr. Martin Luther King Sr. nor Herbert 


Jenkins would comment about the incidents involving them. 
But our sources had direct knowledge of the incidents. 


They also told about another warning which Jenkins gave to 


Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. before a dangerous visit to 
Alabama. "Don't go to Alabama or they'll kill you," urged the 
Atlanta police chief. 


The black leader replied quietly: "If that's the Lord's will." 


On April 4, 1968, still guided by the Lord's will, he was 
assassinated in Memphis, Tenn. 


INTERPOL INVESTIGATION: 
A confidential Senate 


memo raises questions about the use of FBI data, which is 
distributed to dictatorships through Interpol, the international 
police agency. 


The staff memo, addressed to Sen. Joseph Montaya, D.- 


N.M., notes that nations of all political persuasions have access 
to FBI data through a computer at the Treasury Dept. 


"Should the U.S. underwrite a burgeoning international data 


bank it cannot fully monitor?" asks the memo. "The possibility 
of laundering a request by an Iron Curtain country for 
information on an American citizen," should be explored, the 
memo urges. 


It points out that little is known of the Interpol headquarters 


operation in Paris. "Some clarification of Interpol and its 
activities cannot but be helpful in understanding to what 
extent ours has become a 'dossier society,' " the memo declares. 


Sen. Montoya has agreed to hold hearings next month to find 


out more about Interpol. 


Footnote: Spokesmen insisted that American government 


employes keep tabs on everything released from U.S. files, 
to Interpol. Only information on criminals and criminal acts 
are provided, the spokesmen contended.

Lemmings on the Busing Issue

W A S H I N G T O N —The 


fateful course taken on racial 
busing by Sens. Birch Bayh of 
Indiana and Hubert Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota points to 
grim consequences for Demo- 
crats in the 1976 presidential 
election if the liberal wing 
maintains its present party 
dominance. 


Bayh, the active presidential 


candidate considered best 
equipped to unite the party's 
left 
and 
center, 
felt con- 


strained to vote against all 
anti-busing amendments. 
Humphrey, who may be the 
consensus nominee if the pri- 
maries produce no winner, not 


only opposed the amendments 
but did so with an old-fash- 
ioned HHH stemwinder on the 
Senate floor. 


Bayh and Humphrey were 


defending the most unpopular 
and ineffective federal prac- 
tice since Prohibition. But 
hard-boiled Democratic opera- 
tives, while conceding the 
biracial unpopularity of bus- 
ing, believe the two Senators 
voted the only way possible for 
Democratic national leaders. 


"No Democrat can hope to 


run for President from an anti- 
busing stance," says one savvy 
liberal Democrat who person- 
ally—and 
very privately— 


views busing as a catastrophe. 
Such reasoning is based on 
fear that black leaders and 
their doctrinaire white liberal 
allies will block an anti-busing 
Democrat's nomination or pre- 
vent his election. Such stub- 
born ideology puts the Demo- 
cratic party in thrall to a black 
minority, even at the risk of 
losing the white majority to 


Gov. George Wallace in the 
primaries or the Republicans 
in November. 


Some Democrats are escap- 


ing thralldom. Sen. Joe Biden 
of Delaware, 32, is a liberal 
(rated 81 percent in 1974 by 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion). But Biden compared lib- 
erals to lemmings during his 
1972 campaign and long ago 
decided that only a lemming 
could support busing. 


After hundreds of hours of 


conversations over the prob- 
lem, Biden months ago aban- 
doned the liberal cliche that 
busing should be the integra- 
tion remedy of last resort. Re- 
jecting arguments from civil 
rights lobbyist 
Clarence 


Mitchell of the NAACP, Biden 
determined that busing is no 
remedy at all. On Sept. 17, he 
introduced 
an 
amendment 


barring busing ordered by the 
federal administration, which 
passed in amended form on 
Sept. 25. 


Biden consequently posed a 


painful dilemma for Bayh, 
who says he opposes busing 
and talked that way during his 
eyelash

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Nyquist Gives Welfare Plan

Along with the headless horsemen of inflation and continued 


recession have come the specters of unemployment and 
increased welfare costs," according to Thomas E. Nyquist of 
New Paltz, Democratic candidate for the Ulster County 
Legislature. 


"In our county this has meant double-figure unemployment 


and a swollen welfare roll that recently resulted in a $3.5 
million supplement being passed by the county legislature to 
meet current welfare costs," Nyquist said in a prepared release. 


Noting that Social Services Commissioner Bemhardt S. 


Kramer has said that this year's county welfare budget will 
probably top $23 million and that he suggests the figure could 
rise another 20 percent next year, Nyquist said: "Obviously 
there are no easy answers, but I would like to suggest some 
possible avenues that either haven't been pursued or could be 
pursued further." 


He stated: 
•That the federal government pay a flat 75 percent of 


Medicaid and Aid to Dependent Children, as suggested in a 
bill co-sponsored by Congressman Matt McHugh. New York 
State is reimbursed now at the lowest level of 50 percent. 


• That the county enlarge the Social Services Department 


special investigating unit. Some $44,000 in fraud was uncovered 
in less than half a year by investigators drawing an annual 
salary of $24,000. 


• That county legislators seek all possible means of lowering 


the extremely high unemployment level. 


• That during this recession period we expand the concept

welfare. 


"I am not suggesting that the problems are easily solved or

Menzies Opposes County Force

"The impression conveyed 


by a recent news photo caption 
is 'that the Republican leaders 
are in favor of a county-wide 
police force," said Menzies. 
"As a recent photo shows both 
Saugerties legislator Scala and 
Councilman Breitenbach,

feel a statement should be 
forthcoming to clear up any 
misunderstanding as to what 
position the Saugerties Re- 
publican Party takes regarding 
this issue." 


Menzies then stated that he 


is taking 
a strong stand 


against a county-wide force. 
"While the 'cost factor is a 
primary consideration," said 
Menzies, "there are other 
equally important reasons why 
Saugerties would not benefit 
from such a move. Public safe- 
ty is too important an aspect 
of life for the community to 
lose control of it. Also, each 
step we remove the police 
function from the people, the 
more impersonal it becomes." 


Menzies pointed out that 


with a county-wide police force 
the taxpayers would be paying 
twice as much for uncertain 
protection. 
"As things are 


now," he said, "we know how 
many partols will be out at a 
given time and where they will 
patrol. The town has complete 
control of the utilization of its 


manpower. Under a county- 
wide system the Town would 
have little say in the matter of 
police patrols." 


Menzies went on to say that 


the efficiency of any police 
department depends on the 
support it receives from the 
community . "The Saugerties 
Police Departments are an in- 
tegral part of the community," 
said Menzies. 


Menzies concluded by 


saying that he hoped Scala 
and Breitenbach 
were in- 


terested in more than mere 
"empire-building." 


"Although I was not a sup- 


porter of former Sheriff 
Martin," said Menzies,"He 
did do much to professionalize 
the sheriffs department. He 
transformed it from a political 


pastureland to a genuine law 
enforcement agency. More can 
still be done. With mod- 
ernization and some re- 
organization invaluable sup- 
port services such as a crime 
laboratory, expanded detec- 
tive services as well as anti- 
burglary teams could be pro- 
vided to local police depart- 
ments without further erosion 
of the concept of 'home rule'."

They were asked 
to complete current job de- 
scriptions, and the Central 
Manpower Office was asked 
for a decision on the related- 
ness of the job descriptions to 
the ob titles. 


"The 
central office de- 


termined that some held clerk 
titles and they were trans- 
ferred to clerical positions. 
They were not on the Social 
Services Department payroll, 
but on the Central Manpower 
Office payroll. 


"Delays in the examinations 


for the Probation Department 
and Data Processing have 
been created by the State De- 
partment of Civil Service. This 
information was also available 
to Mr. Klein. 


"The 
Ulster County Civil 


Service Department has held 
91 examinations for 782 can- 
didates in 1975, and has asked 
the state for 56 examinations 
for which no time has been set. 
If Mr; Klein felt that there 
were improper practices being 
perpetrated on county em- 
ployes, why did he wait until 
four weeks before election to 
make these allegations? If he 
was so interested in county 
employes he would have con- 
tacted the Civil Service De- 
partment to get true facts in- 
stead of bringing forth a collec- 
tion of half-truths, erroneous 
allegations, and incorrect in- 
formation."

Gun Laws 


Editor, The Freeman: 


Senator Jacob Javite ad- 


vocates his will toward gun 
control legislation more pub- 
licy now that someone has 
pointed a gun at President 
Ford. Naturally, 
many 


citizens will agree with him 
and others, but are not aware 
of certain facts that I feel are 
not given enough publicity 
when making a decision of the 
individual mind of what is 
right or wrong. 


There is no city or state in 


America where it is harder to 
buy a handgun than New 
York, yet, despite the tough- 
ness of the law, New York has 
a higher inqidence of major 
felonies than anywhere in the 
nation. Banning or registering 
guns as a deterrent to crime 
simply will not work. The gov- 
ernment of Haiti tried it just a 
year or so ago. It confiscated 
all firearms but, after a slight 
decrease in the crime rate for 
the first three months, the 
curve swung upwards to reach 
its previous level. 


The accessibility of guns 


does not mean crime will run 
rampant. The Swiss, who are 
fond of pistol shooting and 
firearms competition, have a 
per capita gun ownership rate 
as high as the United States. 
Unlike Americans however, 
every able bodied Swiss male, 
because of military obliga- 
tions, keeps a gun at home. 
Despite this accessibility to 
guns, the crime rate is so low 
that it is not recorded in any 
police statistics. 


The United States is esti- 


mated to have 15 to 20 million 
handgun owners, 98 percent of 
who do not misuse their weap- 
ons. To force their disarma- 
ment in an effort to control the 
violent 2 percent is to say the 
legitimate gun owner, not the 
hard-core criminal, is respon- 
sible for our crime rate. To try 
to take away their guns by law 
would be the greatest exercise 
in futility since the federal 
government tried to dictate 
the nations drinking habits. 
Millions of Americans will re- 
fuse to give up their guns and 
the government will be respon- 
sible for turning law-abiding 
citizens into lawbreakers. 


Nor will taking away guns 


from private citizens shut off a 
source of supply for the crimi- 
nal who wants one. The under- 
world will find other sources. 
The professional will buy his 
abroad 
The amateur 
will 


make one. Instead of pressing 
for more laws, lets think about 
putting more effort on the side 
of those fighting the super- 
tolerance of our court system. 
Think toward the criminal 
pampering whose rise has been 


1 matched in like degree by the 
ascending rate.

"The road to stability that 


our agricultural industry 
needs for sound capital plan- 
ning is not paved by such 
surprises," Butcher said. 


Butcher added, "Foocl and 


farm prices must be made less 
volatile and more predictable, 
against a background of plen- 
tiful production. 


"What we should now ask of 


our own government is a clear 
and coherent agricultural poli- 
cy, one that recognizes the 
havoc that huge but irregular 
national purchases can play in 
world markets." 


Butcher suggested that the 


U.S. encourage "intermediate- 
term purchase agreements and 
inventory storage agreements, 
with the 
responsibility for 


building, storing and financing 
such inventory shared by the 
producer and consumer na- 
tions." 


B u i l d i n g inventory, he 


noted, would "moderate the 
effects on the world's free mar- 
kets of periodic and massive 
government purchases of an 
unpredictable nature." 


This is why, Butcher said, it 


is important that the recent 
U.S.-Soviet grain initiatives 
allow for the Soviets to ac- 


cumulate over a period of sev- 
eral years, a grain reserve suf- 
ficient to meet 
their ex- 


traordinary demand. 


Butcher praised the U.S.- 


Soviet initiatives end called

ment for their laboratories, 
new plants that make more 
jobs. 


"In short, they must be giv- 


en a chance to create and use 
capital."

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 


Christian and Moslem militias 
fought with rockets, mortars 
a n d 
m a c h i n e g u n s 
in 


Lebanon's two largest cities 
today, pushing the embattled 
country to the brink of a fifth 
round of civil strife. 


At least 35 persons died in 


fighting in Beirut and Tripoli 
and more than 100 others were 
wounded ending a brief calm 
in three weeks of religious and 
p o l i t i c a l s t r i f e between 
Moslem leftists and right-wing 
Christians. 


In today's most violent inci- 


dent, a rocket exploded amid 
a crowd lining up to buy bread 
outside a bakery in the Cor- 
niche Ma/raa district of down- 
town Beirut. Eight 
persons 


died 
and 
40 others 
were 


wounded — 1H of them serious- 
ly. 


Police sources said a rocket 


slammed into a street 50 yards 
from the home of Prime Min- 
ister Rashid Karami killing 
five young children playing 
football. 


Moslem leftists in Tripoli — 


Lebanon's second largest city 
—clashed w i t h Christians 
from neighboring Zghorta and 
Lebanese army troops moved 
in to halt the fighting. 


The troops, brought in to 


form a buffer zone between the 
warring factions, fired on both 
factions, police sources said. 


First reports said one officer 


and nine soldiers were killed in 
the fighting which developed 
into a battle between the army 
and leftist forces. 


Militia units in the pre- 


dominently Moslem sector.*, ol 
Beirut imposed a curfew on 
their own districts and streets 
were emptied when gunmen 
raced to man barricades. 


Fighting in Beirut died down 


in most areas in the Inte morn- 


ing.

MADRID (DPI) - A ter- 


rorist submachine (jun attack 
against a Barcelona police sta- 
tion early today killed five 
persons — two policemen ap- 
parently hit by gunfire from 
the station and three members 
of 
a family caught in 
the 


crossfire. 


Police said the three civil- 


ians, a couple and their son, 
unwittingly drove their car 
between the attackers and the 
police station and were hit 
during the heavy shooting. 


The two policemen had been 


on patrol and returned to the 
station when they heard the 
gunlire, a police communique 
said. The pair was hit by fire 
Irom the police station and 
killed, but it was not certain 
who lired the shots. Another 
officer was wounded. 


The attack, apparently by 


political activists, came in the 
working class suburb of Ver- 
iieda. 


The new police deaths raised 


to eight the number of officers 
killed in the last eighl days in 
Spain. 


Thousands of rightists, 


chanting anti-Communist bat- 
tle hymns, have been calling 
on the army to take power in 
Spain. 


The rightists, carrying ban- 


ners reading "The army must 
save Spain 
f r o m 
Com- 


munism," roamed the streets 
of Barcelona Tuesday night, 
chanting the old civil war bat- 
tle hymns of the right-wing 
Falange movement. 


Rampaging youths also ran- 


sacked a Swedish-run hotel in 
Madrid and tried to stune a 
Barcelona language school in 
right-wing protests against for- 


eign facilities in the country. 


Demonstrators called street 


rallies in Valencia today to 
whip up support for the regime 
ol 
Generalissimo 
Francisco 


Franco in the face ol guerrilla 
unrest and Western criticism. 


Some 
25,000 
persons 
at- 


tended the funeral of a slain 
policeman in the coastal town 
of 
A 1 m e r i a T u e s d a y . 


Thousands of them later took 
to the streets in nearby Barce- 
lona to demand military rule 
in Spain. 


The demonstrators, thrust- 


ing their arms upward 
in 


fascist salutes, carried banners 
reading "The Army to Power" 
and "Franco saved Spain from 
Communism." 


The c h a n t i n g rightists 


marched to military head- 
quarters in Barcelona, shout- 
ing calls lor the execution of 
l e f t - w i n g g u e r r i l l a s and 
Basque separatists. 


"Terrorism 
is 
intolerable 


and must be stopped quickly, 
very quickly —without kid 
gloves, and by whatever means 
we can stop it," legislator An- 
/onio Pedrosa told the cheering 
Spanish parliament in Ma- 
drid. 


Six policemen have been 


killed in Spain since the Fran- 
co government executed five 
guerrillas a week and a half 
ago on charges of slaying po- 
licemen. 


The firing squad executions 


touched off a wave of anti- 
Spanish protests in Western 
Europe and ensuing anti-for- 
eign demonstrations in Spain.

Bordiu. 
Franco's 


son-in-law and a prominent 
heart surgeon, was beaten up 


in the resort town of Marbella 
during a political argument 
with Dutch tourists. 


The national news agency 


Cifra said the 511-year-old hus- 
band of Franco's only child, 
Carmen, underwent surgery 
for facial injuries, including a 
broken nose. 


The agency said he began 


arguing with four Dutch tour- 
ists after they made "insult- 
ing" remarks about Spain. A 
judge charged Rudolf Drier, 
28, with assault and set bail at

ATLANTA (UPI) - Game 


management chief Hubert 
Handy was walking up Long 
Creek in the isolated Blue 
Ridge area of North Georgia 
when he came upon signs of a 
recent struggle in the creek 
sand 


Curious, he explored the 


wooded area near the bank 
and found the carcass of a 
deer. 


Suddenly, 
he heard 
the 


growl of a large mongrel dog — 
one of the vicious "devil dogs." 


"I was armed only with an 


axe," Handy said. "I started 
swinging it, and saying 'Come 
on pup, come on pup'. 


"The dog finally ran off," he 


said. "But if there had been 
two dogs there instead of one, 
I would have been in serious 
trouble " 


The dog had been feeding on 


the carcass for about two days, 
Handy said. 


These wild dogs — called 


"devil dogs" by some — are a 
growing problem in Georgia 
and several other southeastern 
states, including Tennessee, 
Alabama, South Carolina and 
Florida. 


They travel in packs of eight 


to 10, posing a danger to man, 
game animals and livestock in 
Georgia's rural areas. 


Cleve Harper, another game 


management officer, ran upon 
a pack in the same Blue Ridge 
refugee area some time ago, 
Handy said, while tracking 
down a bunch of wild dogs 
running deer. 


"The dogs had caught a deer 


and were pulling it down. 
Harper was in a jeep. He shot 
one and was aiming at another 
when one dog attacked and 


grabbed hit> arm. But the other 
dogs retreated after the first 
one was shot. 


"He (Harper) had to get 


several stitches taken in his 
arm," Handy said. 


An article in the magazine 


"Guns and Ammo" told of a 
party of surveyors clearing a 
transit line near Atlanta. They 
fought off a pack of wild dogs 
with a chain saw and two bush 
axes, killing nine dogs in re- 
peated attacks, according to 
the article. 


The last survey conducted of 


the wild dog problem in 1969 
showed there were an esti- 
mated 300,000 dogs without 
owners in Georgia. In that 
year, 3,104 deer were killed by 
dogs, Handy said Since then, 
"that problem h a s n ' t 
diminished," he said. 


The 
Georgia 
Cattlemen's 


Association said 9,174 cattle 
were lost to predators* in one 
year with 7,763 of that number 
killed by wild dogs. The mone 
t a r y 
loss a m o u n t e d to 


$663,908. 


The Georgia Swine Growers 


Association said 17,546 swine, 
mostly pigs, were killed by 
wild dogs in a single year, 
costing about $45,852. 


"It's a constant fight, cons- 


tant," said Handy."We used 
to have natural 
predators, 


cougar, 
bear, 
wolves, 
but 


man's pets now are fast assum- 
ing the wolfs role." 


Handy says the biggest prob- 


lem is abandoned dogs, taken 
by their owners to isolated 
areas and turned loose. But 
dogs that have a home can 
become killers, he said. 


"All country folks let their 


dogs loose," he said. "And if 
there's a racf (after game) 
other dogs join in. You start off 
with one or two but pretty soon 
you have a pack of eight or 10, 
all kinds of dogs. 


"The worst combination for 


killing deer," he said, "is the 
hound, 
which 
is 
a 
good 


tracker, 
and 
a 
collie 
or 


shepherd which runs by sight 
and is big enough to bring the 
deer down." 


The Georgia legislature in 


1971 passed several "wild dog" 
bills. One of the measures pro- 
vides that anyone may legally 
defend life or property against 
wild dogs under the express 
protection of the courts. 


Still, it's risky business 


shooting a dog, Handy said. 


"In the southeast, some peo- 


ple think more of their dogs 
than they do their wives."

NEW YORK (UPI) - Hun- 


dreds of thousands of Ameri- 
can women wanted and could 
not obtain an abortion last 
year — despite the 1973 Su- 
preme Court decision over- 
turning restrictive state abor- 
tion laws. 


T h e 
a b o r t i o n 
gap, 


documented in a nationwide 
analytical report released 
Tuesday, was put at between 
400,000 and 900,000. 


The report from the Alan 


Guttmacher Institute said 
more than a third of the wom- 
en denied abortions were poor 
and 186,000 were under 20. 


The Inititute it in arm of 


the Planned Parenthood Fed- 
eration of America. The study 
was funded by pants from the 
Commonwealth Fund and the 
Rockefeller-Ford Foundations' 
program of Social Research on 
Population Policy. 


Dr. Christopher Tietze, prin- 


cipal investigator and senior 
consultant with the Popu- 
lation Council, traced the 
abortion gap to hospitals, es- 
pecially public ones. 


"The shocking fact is that 


the Supreme Court decision 
has had little effect on hospi- 
tals," he said. 


"Moit of the unmet abortion 


needs end up in the cradle." 


The report showed that only 


15 percent of public hospitals 
had performed "even a single 
abortion by the first quarter of 
1974. Many of the poor depend 
on such hospitals for medical 
services." 


The report said the conse- 


quences of reluctant pregnan- 
cies include an estimated 
50,000 illegal of self-induced 
abortions a year, unwanted or 
mistimed births, out of 
wedlock births, school drop- 
outs, and precipitous mar- 
riages. 


In states for which Medicaid 


data 
was available, "the 


number of abortions financed 
through Medicaid comprised 
less than 30 percent of the 
estimated number needed by 
low-income women." 


Investigators said the re- 


sponse of existing health in- 
stitutions in many areas to the 
legalization of abortion was so 
limited as to be "tantamount 
to no response at all." 


No abortions — or very few 


— were reported in Louisiana, 
Mississippi, North Dakota, 
Utah and West Virginia. 


Frederick S. Jaffee, presi- 


dent of Guttmacher Institute, 
told reporters there would be a 
congressional investigation — 
"if men bore the babies and an 
abortion gap of this dimension 
existed." 


"I hope women's organiza- 


tions and health groups will do 
some screaming," he said. 


Dr. Tietze agreed, saying 


most hospital administrators 
and health department of- 
ficials ignoring the abortion 
demand "lack intestinal for- 
titude " 


"This is largely a local issue 


and it behooves local groups of 
citizens, mainly women's or- 


ganizations, to lean on officials 
and convince them that they 
would not suffer political dam- 
age if they provided abortion 
services," he said 


The Right to Life Move- 


ment, which has branches in 
all 50 states, and others on the 
antiabortion front were cited 
as forces working against the 
expansion of abortion services. 


Dr Mildren Jefferson, presi- 


dent of the National Right to 
Life Committee and a found- 
ing member, commented on 
the study in a telephone in- 
terview from Boston. 


"No one needs an abortion," 


she said. "Pregnancy is a nor- 
mal circumstance which does 
not require an operation. 


"The matter of such a'study 


to justify recommending an 
operation which is not re- 
quired is a misuse of the skills, 
experience, money, and pres- 
tige of the investigators and 
the foundations involved." 


She said her organization 


was working for a Human Life 
Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. 


"We want to protect life 


from the beginning to the nat- 
ural end —the unborn and the 
elderlv," she said.

The thing about history as viewed from a nostalgic standpoint is that it compares the past 


with the present, for better or worse. And, as it emerges in "Lighthouses and Legends of the 
Hudson," by Saugerties author Ruth R. Glunt, it is for the better.

of sound and fury signifying something. One senses that, in dealing with historical subjects, 
the "emotional dimension" of istory is very important to her. She obviously believes that it 
should not be left out (a belief in which this reviewer concurs). To her, history can't be properly 
presented without a sense of the emotions surrounding the event. 


And, so, in her memoir of Hudson River life, she gives us not only the detailed data of the 


Hudson's lighthouses, but also a feeling of closeness to the keepers and their families who lived 
in these little ivory towers. Even the legends touched upon n her title are not the ghostly myths 
one might suppose—but true-to-life anecdotes with a relevence for today that no fairy tale could 
possess. 


Additionally, the colorful days on the Hudosn are brought to life in a magnificent collection 


of photographs—many never published before— making the book a virtual magic mirror wherein 
we see reflected not only our own lives, but the whole pageant of a fascinating and bygone era. 


The wife of a retired lighthouse keeper who manned Saugerties' Turkey Point Station for 28 


years, she knows her subject well; has documented it for easy readability. The result is a book 
that impresses as a series of family albums. 


Albums combined to allow readers a glimpse of the nine lighthouses once manned round the 


clock on the Hudson; that gives them insights into their workings and the personalities of those 
who lived and labored within. That returns them to the era of ice harvesting, "Albany Beef 
fishing, Day Line boats, ferries and outboard races on the river. And, while the book is mostly 
concerned with things marine and nautical, there is a totally delightful chapter in which Mrs. 
Glunt recalls the vacations of her childhood—spent each summer at the Overlook Mountain 
House—and another on bluestone quarrying and hauling. 


In retrospect, it is author Glunt who best describes her own book when she notes, "I consider 


this book 'A Depth of Focus'." It is all that —and more—for her memories of the past are very 
sharp indeed...and she places those yesterdays in close up detail for the enlightenment of her 
readers. The book is, in essence, a documentary—as full of vignettes as a -carefully produced 
film.

Tour Saturday, Oct. 11, from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. on the occasion' 
of Fall Festival. This is a day set aside to commemorate the 
burning of Kingston by the British in 1777. 


The guided tour will begin at the Old Dutch Church which 


serves as a ticket and information center, with tours forming 
every 15 minutes throughout the day. A printed map and 
schedule of events will be available. One special narrated tour 
is scheduled for 12:30 p.m. 


Both public and private buildings will be open including the 


Colonial-Revolutionary Henry Sleight-DAR House; the Mason- 
ic Hall, an example of 19th century building for gracious living; 
and the Senate House and Museum where special activities are 
planned by the Stockade group. 


The 18th century Persen House, on the corner of John and 


Crown Streets will have two downstairs rooms open to members 
of the tour. This County-owned building is occupied by the 
Home Extension which plans a display of quilting. 


The Van Keuren House, home of Mr. and Mrs. W. Anderson 


Carl, is the original home site of Captain Mattys Mattysen Van 
Keuren, foster son of Thomas Chambers, lord of the Manor of 
Fox Hall. 


The Judge Lucas Elmendorf House at 111 Green Street is 


sometimes referred to as the Tunnel House. It is believed that 
this house had an entrance to the tunnel that went to the center 
of the Stockade, permitting quick entry from the fields, or exit 
from the Stockade in the event of attack. 


The Tobias Swart House at 74 Main Street, now the home 


of Mr. and Mrs. Jeffrey Fredenberg, was rebuilt after the 
burning of Kingston with the addition of a second floor and 
today remains a fine example of a historic home updated for 
contemporary living. 
' The home of Herbert H. Cutler at 106 St. James Street was 
built as an attached townhouse with stepped end walls and 
windows only in the front and back, and with fireplaces in each 
principle room. The rear of the property borders on the 
Armbowery slave burying ground. 


The home of Mr. and Mrs. John L. Weber at 28 Green Street, 


known as the Cornelius Van Buren House, was built by Tobias 
Van Buren in the early 1700s. Cousin Martin Van Buren was 
the eighth President of the United States. 


The Matthew Jansen at 43 Crown Street, now the home of 


Mr. and Mrs. Harry Thayer, is the first two-story house built 
in Kingston. Rebuilt after the burning by the British, it has 
of special interest a gooseneck stair rail, bullseye glass in a door 
and a three-cornered fireplace. 


The Egbert DuMond House at 147 Green Street, currently 


the home of Mr. and Mrs. B. Paul Scogna, is Federal in style, 
coinciding roughly with the English late Georgian period. The 
house is unique in that every room is on a different level. 


The home of Dr. and Mrs. Avery Leete Smith at 48 Maiden

It was the third pennant for 


the Reds in six years, and even 
though the Pirates failed to 
win 
a 
game, 
the 
official 


clinching didn't come easy. 
After seven innings, the 
Pirates led 2-1 and Can- 
delaria, a rookie who began the 
1975 season in the minor 
leagues, looked invincible. 


He began the eighth by strik- 


ing out the first two Reds' 
batters to give him 14 for the 
game—tying the major league 
•playoff record set by Joe Col- 
• eman of Detroit. Then came 
- his sudden undoing. 


Pinch-hitter 
Merv Retten- 


mund walked on four straight 
pitches and Pete Rose followed 
with one of his rare home runs 
to put the Reds back on top 3- 
2. 


"It was the only pitch he 


threw in tight to me all night," 
said Rose. "I knew he didn't 
want to put it there. But even 
though we were behind, we 
never thought we'd lose this 
one and I've always 
said 


'whenever I hit a home run in 
the late innings, we're sup- 
posed to win.'" 


Candelaria agreed he made a 


mistake with Rose but when 
he left the game right after the 
home run, he knew he de- 
served the standing ovation

the partisan crowd accorded 
him." 


"I'm certainly not upset over 


how I pitched," the 6-foot-7 
native of Brooklyn, N.Y., said 
later. "Only that we lost. I 
don't care if I'd struck out 20 
batters, it's not worth a damn 
if you don't win the game." 


Still the Pirates almost did 


win the game, scoring the 
tying run in the ninth when 
another rookie pitcher—Rawly 
Eastwick of the Reds—walked 
pinchhitter Duffy Dyer with 
the bases loaded to force home 
pinch runner Willie Randolph. 


The relentless Reds came 


right back though with two 
more in the 10th—the decisive 
run being delivered by rookie 
Armbrister, who lofted a sacri- 


fice fly to center to score Ken 
Griffey from third. 


"The first thing I was think- 


ing about going up there was 
getting those butterflies out of 
my stomach," said Armbrister 
who only made the Reds' 25- 
man roster last spring because 
they were out of options on 
him. 
"After that, 
I 
only- 


wanted to make contact- 
somehow— enough to bring 
Griffey in. 


"It might sound funny but 


I've been telling these guys 
that even though I'm not 
playing now, I'll be the one to 
drive in the most crucial run of 
the season." 


Griffey set the stage for 


Armbrister's dramatic fly ball 


by beating out a bunt in front 
of the plate, moving to second 
on a balk by losing pitcher 
Ramon Hernandez and going 
to third on an infield out. The 
insurance Cincinnati run was 
provided by more familiar peo- 
ple—Rose and Joe Morgan, 
who followed the sacrifice fly 
with a single and a double 
respectively. 


"I told Eddie to 'go deal with 


him' before he went up to bat 
for Eastwick," said Morgan. 
"But really I wanted him to 
get a hit rather than a sacrifice 
fly because I was looking for 
the big inning with Pete and 
me following him in the or- 
der." 


It didn't matter. No bigger 


inning was needed as Pedro 
Borbon came on to retire the 
Pirates in order in the 10th.

OAKLAND (UP1) - There 


were many baseball people 
around here the last few days 
who think the Boston Red Sox, 
despite their youth, will han- 
dle the Cincinnati Reds the 
same way they handled the 
three-time World Champion 
Oakland A's. 


That means they expect the 


Red Sox to follow up their 
three-game sweep of the A's in 
the American League Playoffs 
with victory over the National 
League champion Reds in the 
World Series, which opens 
Saturday in Boston's Fenway 
Park, complete with the famed 
"green monster" leftfield wall 
that psyched the A's before 
they even could get started. 


The 
Red Sox completed 


their sweep of the A's Tuesday 
night with a 5-3 victory in 
spacious Oakland Coliseum. 
They won this time because 
Rick Wise and Dick Drago 
held the A's to six hits and old 
pro Carl Yastrzemski made a 
fine defensive play in left on 
top of contributing a hit in a 
decisive three-run fifth inning 
rally. 


To most of the Red Sox, it 


seemed like a dream, not only 
winning 
the 
pennant 
but 


sweeping the A's, who had won 
world titles the last three years 
and are still considered by 
many to be one of the best if 
not the strongest 
team in 


baseball. 


"I don't even believe now we 


won the Series and I can't at 
all believe we swept them," 
said Yaz, "but this team has 
tremendous talent. We did 
what we had to do and now we 
face another tough fight." 


The World Series starts on 


Saturday with the Red Sox 
scheduled to pitch their ace— 
Luis Tiant—against Reds' ace 
— Don Gullett. 


The fact the Series will be 


played in Fenway the First two 
games—as was the AL Series 
against 
Oakland—plus 
the 


fact 
the 
Reds' 
two best 


pitchers— Gullett and Fred 
Norman—are left-handers as 
were the A's' Ken Holtzman 
and Vida Blue, leads many 
baseball people to believe de- 
spite the Reds' vaunted power 
and experience, they are in 
trouble against Boston. 


"We won't be taking them 


lightly, that's for sure," said 
Yaz, and Darrell Johnson, the 
Boston skipper agreed. 


"Give us a chance to think

The 
A's never even won one and in 
many ways Tuesday's loss was 
reflective of what ailed the A's 
from the day they lost Catfish 
Hunter and never replaced 
him even with a moderate to 
fairly successful righthander. 


They went through the sea- 


son 
with 
two 
left-handed 


starters— Holtzman and Blue 
—plus three excellent relievers 
—-Jim Todd, Paul Lindblad 
and Rollie Fingers. But when 
they came to a short series 
such as the one against the 
Red Sox, they were beaten 
almost before they started 
because they didn't have a 
right-hander they trusted to 
pitch in Fenway Park. 


"Dark did a masterful job of

The A's made a bid in the

the Red Sox had widened their 
lead to 5-l--but Ya/.' save on a 
line drive into the left center 
alley 
by Jackson 
and 
an 


i n n i n g - e n d i n g doubleplay 
roller by Joe Rudi killed the 
bid. 


It wasn't as demoralizing a 


loss for the A's as one might 
have suspected because they 
hardly seemed to be in the 
running from the start. 


"They outfielded us, they 


outp-itched us and they outhit 
us," said Durk. "Who can 
complain nfter that but there 
ih always next vear and we 


hope to be back trying for a 
championship again. 


"I'm sad." said Sal Bando, 


who was the A's' top hitter in 
the series with six hits, "but 
the Red Sox played better 
than we did and they deserved 
every bit of it. I think they will 
go all the way." 


"The Red Sox are red hot," 


said Jackson. "They are really 
hot and I don't cnre who they 
say is the Most Valuable 
Player. There is nobody who 
plays that outfield like that 
Yaz.

The A's' dressing room was 


quiet after the loss, as might 
he expected, but it was no 
tomb.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) — The most important thing in Sparky 


Anderson's life is loyalty. 


Loyalty to his family, his country, his employer, his players 


and his friends. That's why his heart was so heavy and there 
were tears in his eyes Tuesday night while everybody else 
around him was drinking champagne and celebrating. 


It was the perfect night to celebrate if you were wearing a 


Cincinnati Reds' uniform. They had just won the National 
League pennant with a 10 inning 5-3 thriller over the Pittsburgh 
Pirates and would now be going into the World Series with the 
'Boston Red Sox Saturday. 


All the Reds were having champagne. 
Not Sparky Anderson. 
He was enormously proud of his players—"the Cincinnati 


.Reds proved tonight they are the best team in the National 
League without any help and without any gimmicks"—but part 
of him was a couple of thousand miles away. 


Sparky Anderson was thinking of a friend of his in Los 


Angeles, a friend by the name of Milt Blish, who stuck with 
him when he was down and out and didn't have a job. Milt 
Blish is paralyzed from the waist down and is ailing, and the 
very first thing Sparky Anderson did after the Reds beat the 
Pirates was say he was personally dedicating this victory to his 
friend.

The last time the Reds won the pennant, he dedicated that 


victory to the widow of Harold "Lefty" Phillips, the former 
manager of the California Angels who had helped and en- 
couraged him around the Los Angeles playgrounds during his 
early years. 


Now he was remembering someone else who had assisted him. 
"He was a sales manager and I sold cars for him," explained 


the Reds Manager when prodded about who Milt Blish was. 
"In 1964, when I was fired as manager by Toronto, I came back 
home and wasn't selling cars anymore, but he gave me all his 
deals. 


"fie's on his back now," Sparky Anderson said, speaking with 


some difficulty because he was trying to control his emotion. 
"I call him 'Uncle Miltic1 and he loves the Detroit Tigers, Los 
Angeles Dodgers, the Rams and USC. I told him 'God 
Almighty, Millie, you're having a bad year."1 


The reason Sparky Anderson didn't have any champagne 


goes back two years to when the New York Mets beat his Reds 
in the playoff and the fans in Shea Stadium pelted Pete. Rose 
with refuse and nearly tore the ball park apart.

Eastern Pro Boaters 
May Have to Go West 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Some eastern franchises in the North 


American Soccer league may have to be refinanced or trans- 
ferred to western cities where interest is greater, Commissioner 
Phil Woosnam said Tuesday. 


Woosnam said the league wants to keep its present 20 teams 


but will have to find a way to help "a couple" of Eastern 
franchises, a situation which should be decided by mid- 
November, just before the 1976 schedule is drawn up. 


The commissioner said the NASL, which expanded the past 


two years "to reach major league size," now is concentrating 
on raising attendance and improving management per- 
formance. 


Woosnam, in town for the annual league meeting, said 


expansion allowed the signing of more top players from foreign 
countries which, in turn, had "an impact on the New York 
market and Madison Avenue.'' 


He said the league has entered negotiations for a major 


television contract for next year. 


"Ten years from now the North American Soccer League is 


going to be the hub of soccer in the world," he said. "We'll be 
as big as the NFL. perhaps a little bigger. 


"People are confident we are going to make it and soccer is 


having trouble in the rest of the world." 


He blamed soccer rowdiness in England on antiquated 


stadium facilities which keep crowds mostly standing and 
mostly male, plus the ease of travel by young people to games 
in rival cities. 


Woosnam said the NASL is circumventing that problem In- 


having stadiums which attract entire families in relative 
comfort plus wider distances between cities which prevent large 
groups from traveling to contests away from home. 


Development of a strong U.S. national team "which can go 


out and take on the world" is a necessary ingredient of soccer 
development in this country, the commissioner said. 


Woosnam said the league is pointing toward a nine-month 


season, perhaps broken up into outdoor and indoor competi-

— Explain what is meant by 


the National Register of His- 
toric Places. Tell about any 
National Register properties in 
your area. Describe how a 
property becomes eligible for 
listing. 


— Research an event of his- 


torical importance that took 
place in or near your area. If 
possible visit the place where 
the event took place. Tell your 
class or troop about the event 


and its impact on local history. 
Describe what it looked like 
then and now. 


— Take an active part in a 


program about a historic event 
or person. Report to your class 
or your troop about the pro- 
gram, the part you took, and 
the subject. 


— Pick an organization that 


is directly concerned with the 
preservation or perpetuation of 
local, state or national history. 
Talk with an officer of the 
organization about its goals. 
Find out how you can help 
meet these goals. Carry out a 
project that will help meet the 
goals. 


P.S. —- The projects in the 


American Heritage Merit 
Badge requirements aren't the 
exclusive property of the Boy 
Scouts. Meeting the require- 
ments of the badge would be a 
great Bicentennial project for 
any junior high student — 
male or female. Just ask the 
local Scout council for a copy 
of the requirements. A good 
way to bone up on history.

Arthur Blessit, 34, the "min- 
ister of Sunset Strip" who 
built a reputation in the 1960s 
helping drug users and run- 
aways in Los Angeles, got ar- 
rested walking through the 
state capital with his 12-foot 
wooden cross. He spent a 
weekend in jail before a local 
judge dismissed a disorderly 
conduct charge against him 
because of the "inadequacy of 
the complaint." 


Candidates are drawn here 


from beyond the continental 
United States. Joseph 
A. 


Ryan, for example, campaigns 
against big oil as Hawaii's only 
announced candidate for pres- 
ident. 


Others have experience in 


the presidential primary'. Don 
DuMont of Chicago, a 1924 
gradudate of Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute in Troy, 
N.Y., who once worked for the 
Good Humor Ice Cream Co., 
campaigned as a Republican 
in the two previous contests. 


Now he wears his Ford admin- 
istration WIN button upside 
down.

threw its weight behind the 
spread of military mutinies 
and civil disturbances that 
have brought near anarchy to 
the nation and threaten it with 
civil war. 


Adding to the turmoil was a 


call today by one of the revolu- 
tionary leftist parties, the Rev- 
olutionary 
Brigade, for the 


arming of leftist workers for an 
insurrection against the gov- 
ernment. 


A statement from the Com- 


munist party's Central Com- 
mittee said: 


"The Communist party pro- 


nounces against a civil war 
and for a political solution to 
the crisis. The Communist 
party firmly says 'no' to a civil 


' war." 


The party issued its call as 


rebel troops halted their oc- 
cupation of a key artillery base 
on the outskirts of northern 
Porto. Left-wing soldiers from 
other units around the country 
were reported to have held 
wildcat conferences to decide 
their reaction to any outbreak 
of 
fighting. 


The Communists blamed 


the disintegration of the army 
and the near anarchy in the 
streets on the Socialist-domi- 
nated government's attempt 
to purge the Communists and 
other 
revolutionary leftists 


from positions of power. 


The statement said, "The 


revolutionary forces, the work- 
ing class and the popular 
masses have regained the in- 
itiative and have passed into a 
counterolfensive." 


It said the only solution 


would be for the military lead- 
ers and the Socialists to hold 
a summit conference with the 
parties of the revolutionary 
left in an attempt to prevent 
open lighting. 


The inflammatory Revolu- 


tionary Brigade statement 
said, "The insurrectional 
movement that will overthrow 
the sixth government and the 
Social Democratic clowns...is 
popular power.

Patty's Lawyers Want Her Confined 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 


Patricia Hearst's lawyers 
think she belongs in a mental 
institution. 


They plan to ask a federal 


judge later this month to 
transfer the 21-year-old news- 
paper heiress from jail to a 
private mental hospital 
— 


contending she needs treat- 
ment before she'll be able to 
stand trial on bank robbery 
charges. 


"We want to obtain psy- 


chiatric care for her so that she 
is able to participate in her 
trial," Al Johnson, 
an as- 


sociate of F. Lee Bailey, told 
newsmen Tuesday. 


He said a motion asking for 


the transfer will be filed at a 
hearing, tentatively scheduled 
Oct. 22, which will take up the 
final report on Miss Hearst's 
"mental capacity" by three 
court-appointed psychiatrists. 


The psychiatrists 
handed 


their preliminary findings to 
U.S. 
District Judge Oliver 


Carter Tuesday. He sealed 
them from public scrutiny and 
turned copies over to prose- 
cution and defense lawyers. 


Carter said the final report 


was expected in 10 days to two 
weeks and he would schedule 
the hearing after he receives it. 
The judge must decide, on the 
basis of the psychiatrists' find- 
ings, whether Miss Hearst is 
mentally capable of standing 
trial, whether she should be 
institutionalized, and whether 
she is a good risk for bail. 


Johnson said Dr. D.L. West 


of UCLA, the "brainwashing" 
expert on the team of psy- 
chiatrists, plans to examine 
the defendant several more 
times this week. The other two 
doctors apparently have fin- 
ished their tests, he said. 


Miss Hearst's defense coun- 


sel 
have argued 
she was 


"brainwashed" 
into 
joining 


the violent Symbionese Liber- 
ation Army after her kidnap- 
ing on Feb. 4, 1974, and still 
has trouble concentrating on 
her predicament.

charges, including robbery and 
kidnaping, in connection with

office said he had been assured 
she would not be taken to Los 
Angeles this week. 


"If she is not able to aid in

Congress overrode Ford vetoes of an education money bill and 


a health services act by similar wide margins earlier this year.

under permanent law. The new law would add children oi 
unemployed parents and would hold the cost of a lunch to 20 
cents for a child from a family of four with income up to $9.500. 


It was this subsidy that drew Ford's opposition, and he told 


newsmen in Knoxville, Tenn., shortly after the House vote, that 
"I see no reason whatsoever for the children of a family 
sufficiently well off to get a free meal."

Energy Policy Is Near

day. They must resolve wiide gaps in Senate 
and House versions of comprehensive energy 
legislation.

power to direct distribution of materials related 
to energy production, such as drilling pipe, to 
relieve shortages. 


While the House-Senate conference commit- 


tee met, the Senate agreed to vote this after- 
noon on one version of an emergency natural gas 
bill. This version, sponsored by Sens. Adlai E. 
Stevenson III., D-I11., and Frank Moss, D-Utah, 
would place oil and natural gas under controls 
that would roughly equalize their prices — oil 
at $9 a barrel and gas at $1.30 per thousand 
cubic feet. That would be a much higher price 
than allowed now for controlled gas, so that new 
supplies would be stimulated, sponsors con- 
tended. 


The debate in the conference committee and 


in the Senate is similar: the Democrats argue 
that with inflation and unemployment prob- 
lems, prices should continue to be controlled, 
and the Republicans and oil-state Democrats 
counter that lifting federal controls will help 
stimulate new supplies and generate domestic 
employment.

when it takes the ax to the 
budget as the price for a tax 
cut. 


"It is irresponsible for the 


President to call for a massive 
cut in federal spending 
without identifying where the 
cuts are to be made," said Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn. 


Long, D-La., said "it will be 


difficult to reach agreement on 
the proposed spending cuts. 
. "It might be better to push 
through a one-year extension 
of the tax-cut provisions which 
expire Dec. 31, rather than 
attempt to make them per- 
manent," Long said. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D- 


Maine, chairman of the Senate 
Budget Committee, said 
"there are lots of programs 
that could be more efficiently 
run," but he said, a cut in 
spending in amounts the Pres- 
ident demands "is easy to talk 
about but hard to find." 


Al Ullman, chairman of the 


Ways and Means Committee 
already working on tax legisla- 


tion, put off further committee 
deliberations on major issues 
to give the administration 
time to be specific about the 
"hard choices." 


"To expect us to strike out 


swinging blindly and put a 
$395 billion ceiling on without 
a budget just seems to me 
totally preposterous and some- 
thing I'm shocked the admin- 
istration would propose," Ull- 
man said. 


"I wonder what he would do 


if we took the $28 billion out 
of defense and space and for- 
eign aid. He'd obviously veto 
them," Ullman said.
